Antioch gasoline and fuel oil deal- 
ers went to Libertyville yesterday to 
register with the gas rationing board 
the capacity of their storage tanks and 
their inventory of stored petroleum 
products as of the first of the month. 

They were given coupons represent- 
ing the difference between their inven- 
tory and ithe capacity of their tanks, 
these coupons to be used in filling their 
tanks to capacity. 

I'rom now on they will have to re- 
ceive coupons ^from purchasers for 
gasoline and other petroleum products, 
including kerosene. They in turn will 
have to turn in these "coupons when 
they replenish their stocks. 

Holders of A cards are entitled to a 
fraction less than- ,four gallons per 
coupon; truck coupons are for five gal- 
lons. ' 

Although gas rationing will probably 
be something of a hardship in this re- 
gion, 'where automobiles and trucks 
have been extensively used by the res- 
idents of farming and lakes communi- 
ties, there have ibeen relatively few 
complaints, gas statiiou operators state. 
The general feeling seems to be the 
hope that the gas rationing will help 
to bring the present conflict to an 
earlier end, coupled with the determin- 
ation to make the best of the situation.

REYKJAVIK. ICELAND. - Ice- 
land's ambitious program to utilize 
one of its few natural resources — a 
project to harness its numerous hot 
spiings to beet homes and business 
houses— is being delayed by the 
war. 

In a warring world, with the bel- 
ligerents hard put to find shipping 
space for war supplies — and need* 
ing raw materials to make imple- 
ments of battle— neutral little Ice- 
land simply hasn't been able to ob- 
tain the necessary iron pipes and 
machinery to complete this peace- 
ful enterprise. 

Iceland, geologically speaking, is 
a young country formed by 
a series of volcanic eruptions which 
piled hundreds of basaltic layers on 
top of each other. So the rugged, 
barren country has no deposits of 
coal, oil or gas. Its few trees are 
stunted in growth and are a slight 
source of fuel. Farmers in some 
districts produce peat and also burn 
sheep dung. But urban Iceland 
must import its fuel, as well as 
most of its building materials. 

Hot AM Year Round. 

Many homes, schools and hot- 
houses In rural areas, as welt as 
the American army's largest hos- 
pital, already are heated by scald- 
ing hot water from near-by springs. 
The water in most of Iceland's hoi 
springs remains at its unusually 
high temperature the year round ir- 
respective of weather conditions. 

Some of these springs arc only a 
foot or two in diameter. In areas 
where they are found, the Icelandic 
houscv/ife doesn't have to worry 
about fuel to cook the family din- 
ner. She merely puts the food in 
a pan and lowers it into a hot spring. 

The project to tap these sprinRs 
to heat Reykjavik was launched 
aljout ten years ago when the city 
council purchased a large group of 
hot springs some ten miles away. 
Several years elapsed before the 
government was able to negutiate 
loans with Danish banks to finance 
the project. A Danish engineering 
firm was employed in 1937 and at 
last the work began. It progressed 
slowly, but now concrete conduits to 
house the iron piping have been con- 
structed from the springs to the city 
and through .some of its streets. 

Delays in obtaining materials per- 
sisted oflor outbreak of the war. 
Eventually enough pipes and mn- 
chinery to complete the job wore 
purchased from Germany, Belgium 
and Denmark and assembled at Co- 
penhagen. A ship carrying thorn 
was almost ready to sail for Reyk- 
javik when Germany invaded Nor- 
way and Donmark in April of 1040. 
NcRutlalfnns With Germany. 

Prolonged negotiations between 
the Icelandic government and the 
belligerent nations began. The Ger- 
mans, a Reykjavik representative 
of the Danish engineering firm said, 
finally ogrced to release the inateri- 
als but refused to permit ships op- 
erating in the Baltic sea to carry 
the goods. Efforts to get permission 
for Icelandic vessels to go through 
the blockade after them proved 
rruilless. 

After the United States joined 
Great Britain in military occupa- 
tion of the island, Iceland turned to 
America for help, and sent a gov- 
ernment cummission to purchase 
materials anew. 

One shipment of materials has 
since arrived, but Iceland still does 
not have enough to complete the 
project. Because of the acute ship- 
ping problem and wartime priori- 
ties on materials, it is uncertain 
when any more will be forthcoming. 

Meanwhile, Reykjavik, now a bad- 
ly overcrowded city of 42,000 per- 
sons, will continiie to heat its build- 
ings with coal imported from Eng- 
land. Last winter this fuel cost lo- 
cal citizenry $22 a ton. 

Older Men Are Gaining 

Positions in Industry 

WASHINGTON!— Older men have 
been increasing in the ranks of in- 
dustry as the war has progressed, 
but the census bureau finds that 
substantial relief from the man-pow- 
er shortage cannot be obtained from 
the older male groups. 

There were 17,800,000 men 45 
years or older in the United States 
on April 1, 1940, and 13,700,000 of 
these were already in the labor 
force. This left 4,100,000 not in the 
force, of whom 1,500,000 were 45-64 
years old, and 2,600,000 wore 65 and 
over. 

Of the 4,100,000 not in the labor 
force, 2,800,000 were reported un- 
able to work or were in institutions. 

This left a reservoir of only 1,300,- 
000 older men, and about 700,000 of 
them were 65 years old and over.

2,500,000 Aided by 
Food'SUimp Scheme 

Lack of Surplus Fails to Hah 
Jobless Relief, 

WASHINGTON, The - govern- 
ment's food-stamp program no long- 
er has any surplus stocks to dis- 
tribute, but is still operating to sup- 
ply the nutrition needs of almost 
2,560,000 persons. 

A surplus marketing administra- 
tion ofTlcial admitted that "we real- 
ly have no surplus, unless it -is a 
surplus of wheat," bitt said the 
stamp program is still "worth 
while." 

"Increased emphasis is on curing 
want rather than disposal of sur- 
pluses," he said. 

Food production is higher than 
ever hfxt the demands of lend-lease 
shipments and the armed services 
are creating shortages in many 
items. 

One ofHcial pointed out there were 
still some 2,800,000 unemployed per- 
sons, and they are faced with that 
same rise in the cost of living that 
affects every one else. The orange 
and blue stamps enable them to 
maintain a reasonably healthful 
diet, he said. 

During August. $7,269,000 in blue 
stamps were issued to 2,474,000 per- 
sons, compared with $9,800,000 in 
stamps to 3,700,000 persons a year 
ago. 

Another benefit, the official said, 
is the relieving of regional food sur- 
pluseSi caused chiefly by lack of 
transportation to markets. The gov- 
ernment buys crops which pile up 
and distributes thehi through the 
stamp program or as direct relief. 

The marketing administration's 
appropriation for this year was 
$150,000,000. a cut of $30,000,000 from 
last year. Much of the money, how- 
ever, is issued in direct relief and 
in food for tlie school lunch pro- 
gram, which serves some 6,000,000 
children daily.
